Helsinki  —  This  is  a  land  of  no 
illiteracy,  where  99  per  cent  of  the 
people  are  church  members,  and 
the  Olympic  games  now  in  pro¬ 
gress  in  this  capital  city  made 
more  famous  by  Paavo  Nurmi  than 
by  Mannerheim  are  the  big  event 
in  the*  nation's  history. 

Not  only  can  everyone  read,  but 
in  this  country  of  two  languages  — 
where  every  signpost  proclaims  the 
distance  to  the  next  town  in  both 
Finnish  and  Swedish  —  most  peo¬ 
ple  speak  at  least  two  tongues. 
Compulsory  education  requires  par¬ 
ents  to  send  children  to  school. 

Though  ruled  by  their  neighbor* 
from  across  the  Baltic  for  seven 
centuries,  and  by  Czarist  Russia 
for  another  hundred  years,  the 
Finns  have  with  great  tenacity 
maintained  independence,  demo¬ 
cracy,  and  integrity. 

!  The  sports  events  of  this  Olym¬ 
pic  heyday  have  put  the  Finns  in 
their  glory.  It  is  the  fulfilment  of 
their  hopes  and  plans  for  over 
twenty  years.  And  they  are  enjoy¬ 
ing  to  the  full  entertaining  in  their 
homes  visitors  from  the  nations. 
More  than  twice  as  many  rooms  in 
this  crowded  city  were  booked  by 
i  the  Olympic  committee  than  have 
been  needed.
